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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS FOR 
THE YEAR 1922-1923 


To the School Board of Deering, N. H. The Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools for the year 1922-1923 is respect- 
fully submitted:— 


This year the North Deering School was reopened, after 
being closed for a year, and the other three schools were 
located as they were last year, at East Deering, West Deer- 
ing, and Manselville. 

An entirely new corps of teachers was engaged. This is 
not for the best interest of the schools. Salaries and wages 
for all kinds of work have increased from year to year. For 
example, a few years ago. $1.00 per cord was a satisfactory 
price for chopping wood, and now three times that amount 
is paid without complaint. Teachers’ salaries have not in- 
creased at that rate, and until they do we will be unable to 
retain the best teachers. I was directed to offer $18.00 per 
week for a teacher for the Pond School when it was opened 
this Fall, and one of the candidates obtained a position at 
$31.00. 

Mrs. Charles Fisher taught at West Deering for a part of 
the year, and when she resigned she was succeeded by Mrs. 
Mary George. Mrs. Georgianna Severance taught at Mansel- 
ville, Miss Bernice Barnum at East Deering and Miss Annie 
Wood at North Deering. All the teachers gave satisfaction, 
but we lost them at the end of the year. Mrs. George resigned 
to remain at home, and the other three accepted positions at 
a higher salary. 

Of every dollar spent throughout the State for education 
53.3 cents were spent on teachers’ salaries) We spent 49.8 
cents. If we had paid our teachers $7€_ instead of $648 
we would have just about equalled the average for the State. 
Of every dollar spent on education throughout the State 4 
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cents was spent for supervision, while we paid only 1.9 
cents. If we had paid twice as much for supervision we 
would not have equalled the average of the State. The State 
spent 1.8 cents in school board, truant officer, clerk and treas- 
urer’s salaries, and we spent 1.2 cents, we could have raised 
their salaries 50% before we would have equalled the amount 
paid such officers throughout the State. But when we come 
to transportation the story is much different. Throughout 
the State the average paid for transportation is 5.3 cents on 
every dollar paid out, while we paid nearly three times as 
much, 14.6 cents. This is only partly accounted for by the 
fact that we have no thickly settled areas. Compared with 
the rest of the State we spend less money on every item except 
transportation, and a great deal more on that one item. 


The enrollment increased three over what it was last year. 
It was 54 and was divided as follows:—24 at Manselville, 16 
at East Deering, 7 at West Deering and 7 at North Deering. 
In addition to these, 18 of our children attended elsewhere, 
3 in Weare, 4 in Francestown and 11 in Hillsboro, so there 
were 72 children attending school, 8 of them attended High 
School. 

The schools receivéd 138 visits from parents, an increase 
of 12 over the previous year, 20 visits from the school Board 
compared with 13 the previous year, and 50 from the Supt., 
compared with 37 the previous year. 


The HONOR ROLL, containing the names of those who 


have been neither absent or tardy for the whole year contains 


8 names instead of only one which it contained last year. 
This of course was pleasing but they were all from one school. 
Those on the Honor Roll are Archie, Leonard and Bibian 
Cote, Alfred, Lydia and Victorine Trottier, Catherine and 
Martha Kimball. There were 110 cases of tardiness in all 
the schools, but 76 were all in one school, the East Deering 


‘School, and it is to be hoped that they may be far fewer 


cases in that school, both because punctuality is a virtue, and 
because such a record injures our good reputation. 
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$5,208.09 was expended for education. Of this amount 
$1,665.52 was received as State Aid, leaving $3,542.57 to be 
supplied by the town, though not all of this was raised by 
taxation. Part of it was from interest on trust funds and part 
from dog taxes, Without this State aid we would have had 
no money to pay the Supt. and School Board and only enough 
to pay the teachers $8.00 per week, just about enough to pay 
their board. $227.14 was spent for administration, $2,592 
for teachers’ salaries, $89.75 for books and supplies, $495.13 
for the operation of the school plant, $35 for medical inspec- 
tion, $858 for transportation, $594.94 for fuition, $244.13 for 
alterations of buildings, and $162 for per capita tax. 

Tests in Arithmetic and Spelling, which had been given 
to many thousand children throughout the country _ were 
given to all our grades by the Superintendent, and our chil- 
dren did far better than the average. 

We appreciate the excellent work done by the teachers, all 
of whom, we are sorry to say, have left us, and’ we recognize, 
with thanks, that more parents and friends are visiting our 
schools. That helps the teachers and the children.
